Two hours of hard fighting by the dè- 
partment, however, changed the out- 
look and outside of occasional outbarsts 
of flames from the burning piles the 
fire was well under control by three 
o'clock. ? 

For awhile the large car shops of 
the B.C. & A. were in imminent 
danger but by play of water on the 
roof the fiery flames were kept from 
catching. The night, as good fortune 
would have it, was one of the stillest 
on record, There | was scarcely a 
breath of ‘air astir. Had there been 
much wind no calculating could tell 
where the fire would have stopped. 
It would have caused untold damage, 
and now stands as the most disastrous 
conflagration that has visited Salisbury 
in recent years. 

Luckily the large stock warehouse, 
containing about $4000 of sash and 
doors, on which there was no insur- 
ance was saved. 

The property destroyed included 
the mill, office, glazing and paint 
house in which was stored $1,000 
worth of glass and $500 worth of sash 
and doors, large storage sheds south 
of the mill which were filled with dry 
lumber, several hundred thousand feet 
of lumber on the yard and one flat car 
owned by the B. C, & A. Railway 
Co., which was loaded with lumber.

All the machinery -in the mill is 
completely ruined on account of the 
fierce heat, which in some instances 
completely melted pulleys and picces 
of shafting. The engine is also ruin- 
ed, but the boilers are not irreparably 
damaged. 

The insurance on the burned prop- 
erty amounts to about $14,000, The 
Company estimate their loss at about 
$22,000. ‘They were paying $1400 a 
year in premiums on the insurance 
they carried. With the energy and en- 
terprise which has characterized this 
firm since its debut in this city they 
have already erected a temporary 
office near the site of the old one and 
occupied it on Wednesday.

To Cultivate the Mitsumata Plant In 
America. 


It is a well known fact that the 
Japanese make the finest grades of 
linen and tissue papers. It is not so 
well known that most of their paper 
is made from fibers of a plant called 
the mitsumata plant. It —is now pro- 
posed to introduce the culture of the 
mitsumata plant into the United 
States. 

It is a perennial shrub with long, 
lance-shaped leaves and yellow flow- 
ers, Its bark has long delictate fibers, 
and it is secured by cutting the plant 
and stripping off the bark, which is 
then macerated and made into paper. 

The plants are grown from the seed 
and afterwards set out and cultivated. 
They are cut off from year to year, 
other sprouts coming up for another 
crop. 

The Japanese make their napkins, 
umbrellas and lanterns ont of such 
paper. It takes the place of glass in 
the walls of the people's houses, and 
az oiled paper serves as rubber blankets 
and rubber coats. 

There is no reason why such plants 
should not be raised here and why,

Never make the mistake of treating 
half truths as if they were whole

truths. Half legs are not whole legs, 
but only parts of legs, The microscope 
clarifies the vision of the bacteriologist. 
From the structural makeup of one lit- 
tle bone the biologist, in his mind's 
eye, may see a whole skeleton perfect 
in formation. But, after all, truth In 
part is never equal to truth in whole 
unless itis flanked by truths and has 
triths in Its rear as a reserve corps 
and truths ahead of it to guard the 
picket lines. 

What is true in laboratory investiga- 
tions is also true in reference to Bible 
study. We must not study the words 
of my text with a microscope. We} 
must not isolate this sentence from all 
its connections. We must compare this 
passage with other passages, this chap- 
ter with other chapters, this book with 
other books, “I cannot understand why 
Christ-should have trampled upon the 
filial affections of ‘his disciple who 
wanted to go back and bury his dead 
father,” said a gentleman to me some 
years ago. “This young man evidently 
intended to be a devout disciple of 
Jesus. But surely he bad a duty to 
his home as well as directly to Jesus. 
There, in the old homestead, lay the 
corpse of his earthly parent. It was 
natural for a dutiful son to want to 
be present at the funeral. Yet when 
the young man sald, ‘Let me, I pray 
thee, first go and bury my father, and 
I will follow thee,’ Cħrist showed no 
sympathy with his natural feeling, but 
practically said: ‘Let the neighbors and 
the strangers come in and close the 
eyelids and wash the cold flesh. Let 
the neighbors sing the death chant and 
dig the grave. Let strange hands wrap 
the motionless corpse in its white 
shroud and carry it to its last resting 
place. You must come with me at once. 
Shut your cyes to the past. Let the 
dead bury the dead.’” od 

Christ's Love For Mis Mother. 

That way of regarding the incident 
utterly misreppesents it. Never sup- 
pose for a moment that Christ demands 
that any man should show his rever- 
ence for him by slighting gr neglecting 
or deserting an earthly pfirent. Why, 
the last human being for whom Obrist 
provided when be was dying upon the 
cross was bis mother. Ile turned and 
looked toward\the gentle John, the be- 
loved disciple,,sobbing at his feet, and 
sald to him: 'Vohn, look after my old 
mother. Now that she ts fricndless 
and alone sheiwill necd your love and 
sustenance.” Then he looked at the 
agonized facerof his mother as he sald, 
“Mother, let John take my place and 
be a loving son to you.” These are 
Christ's exact words) "Woman, behold 
thy son!” “Son, behald thy mother!” 
Those were not the words of one who 
IMs body was 
racked at that moment by exeruciat- 
ing agony, yet¢his thoughts were not 
of himself, but of her who, by his 
death, would be/fleft dependent. It was 
she for whom ‘he wns concerned seven 
in the hour off his dissolution. His 
own conduct edict crisis provestthat 
when he spokejto the young volunteer 
in the words off my textihe was notiin- 
sensible to the claims of natural af- 
fection. 

In the words of; Henry Ward Beech- 
er, Christ was enunclattng the great 
truth that the primal duties of life 
should not be sidetracked or pushed to 
the rear on account of the seaondary 
or the more:unimportant duties, “It Is 
not that you desire to avold right 
things, but you say, ‘Suffer me first to 
do the Inferior; then I shall be ready 
for the superbor. Suffer me first to 
take care of nxyself. Suffer me first to 
take care of my household. Suffer me 
firat to look after this enterprise, and 
then'— No! Whis constant habit of 
humbling the ;higher and making It 
subordinate to)the lower, this constant 
preference offthe inferior to the su- 
perior, works$demoralization.. A man 
does not needfto throw away ‘his Bible 
nor defy his God nor sell bisisoul vol- 
untarily. Hp only needs to say, ‘Suffer 
me first to do the lesser thing!’ The 
moment that ts done there will be an- 
other ‘Saffer/me first’ In Its place. And 
Bo we shall) put the Inferior duties in 
the place of the higher duties ond go 
through Nfe and fail at last.” This 
comp Ive view of my text fs, I 
am convinced, fts true interpretation. 
These words of Christ need to be re- 
membered in other situations than be- 
side the bier of a dead parent. They 
Mave a warning tesson for any man 
who ts postponing his duties to his 
Lord until he has fulfilled his oblign- 
tlons'to the world or to soclety—to any 
one who falls In his higher dutles 
through selfishness or sloth. 

Neglected Obligations. 

Bidetracked obligations to God! We 
see them everywhere. We see them 
first in the excuses which the young 
man makes when he is fitting Alinself 
by education to enter the battle of life. 
I enter the theological seminary, where 
thirty or forty young men are gathered 
into a class room. ‘They are bright, In- 
telligent young men, eager for knowl- 
edge, intent on getting thorough equip- 
ment for the work they have under- 
taken. I put to each studént this quos- 
tion: “Young man, where do you go to 
ehurch?) In*what Sunday school are 
you teaching? What mission work are 
you doing for Christ?” Bome theré will 
be who, In order to puy thelr way 
through college, are performing some 
duties by which they earn a little mon- 
ey. But the others, in nine cases out of 
ten, will answer: “Ob, I am not attend- 
ing any particular church herg I am 
not teaching in any Bunday school. I 
am now studying to be a minister, and 
therefore each Sunday I go to hear a 
different minister in the town.” ‘The 
result is that mine-tenths of our, young 
theological students, and I thak I am 
at everrating the proportion,, do prac- 
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tically nothing for Christ while they 
are living within semindry walls un- 
less they are paid for their services. 
What is the result? With a critical, 
censorious spirit théy go from churth 
to church. They pick flaws in this 
minister, they find fault-with that min- 
ister, and all the time they belong 
to the great army of religious tramps, 
whom I call the “go-rounders.” Dur- 
ing these years of study their own 
life is ebbing away. By the time the 
young man who pursues this course 
graduates from a theological seminary 
be is on the verge of spiritual bank- 
ruptcy. Why? Mainly because in the 
three long years of mental preparation 
for the ministry he has neglected to 
do personal work for Jesus Christ. 

It is a common subject for regret 
that the religious life in our colleges 
and universities is at a low ebb. The 
spiritual energy of the students is de- 
pleted, and there is less real holiness 
and growth in grace among them than 
in young men outside. The reason for 
this deplorable condition 1 belleve to be 
that so many of them are devoting 
themselves to study or to athletics and 
doing’ no personal service for the Mas- 
ter. They nre making the same ex- 
cuse for themselves that the young 
disciple of my text made to Christ 
when he sald, “Lord, suffer me first to 
go and bury my father.” That young 
man who is now the leader of his class 
in the law school was once the Sunday 
school superintendent in the little vil- 
lage church where his father and 
mother now live. The school occu- 
pled the first place in his thoughts, 
and he would take any trouble to give 
pleasure to the children and attach 
them to the cause of Christ. Now he 
never enters a Sunday school. He is 
preparing to be a lawyer. After he 
‘once gets his diploma he intends to go 
‘ack to church work, but now he says, 
“Lord, suffer me first to get an educa- 
tion and then I will follow thee.” 

That young girl living in Chicago, 
away from home, is now studying in 
a famous musical college to cultivate 
her voice. She was once the leader of 
ber father’s choir, Her father is a minis- 
ter and is spending the savings of a life- 
time in giving his daughter a musical 
education that she may be the better 
able to serve Christ. But, though there 
are hundreds of struggling little 
churches within n short distance of 
where she llves which would be bléss- 
ed by her singing, she now never en- 
ters a prayer meeting. She rarely en- 
ters a church. She says, “Walt, Lord, 
until I have acquired proficiency in 
the art, and then I will sing for thee.” 


Mental Versus Spiritual Development 

But these-weeds-of my. text not-only 
apply to the young people who are 
sidetracking their gospel duties to make 
way for thelr preparations for a pro- 
fession. They also apply to the busy 
men and women who, In- the prime 
of physical strength and mental power, 
are like tired pensants staggering along 
the highways under greater. burdens 
than it seems possible for them to bear. 
When I speak thus I mean that this 
text Is applicable to nearly all men and 
women in midlife. Why? Because I 
believe that most people are overwork- 
ed. They are physically tired. They 
are tired in the same way that my 
grandmother was tired, who, as a 
farmer's wife, had to rear thirteen 
children. My father used to say: "I 
never remember my mother except 
with a tired look upon her face. a 
little boy I remember her coming to 
the table and, after all the children had 
been served, turning to fatber and say- 
ing, ‘David, I am too tired to eat?” 
How many other women have said the 
same thing! Most people are over- 
worked in the struggle of life. Yet 
this text, O man, O woman, in the 
prime of your physical and mental 
strength, applies to you. No right have 
you to sldetrack your duties to God. 
No right Lave you to say to Christ, 
“Lord, suffer me to do this or that, 
and then I will follow thee.” Christ 
should be first, not lust. Christ's com- 
mand, no matter how or when it comes, 
should be heeded or obeyed; then all 
other duties will fall into line in their 
right places. 

Chrkkt's command, “Folow me,” 
comes to the tired merchant, the worn- 
out(merchant. It comes to you even in 
the }whirl and the bustle of business 
life. “Oh, no,” you say, “I have no 
time \for Christ. My business absorbs 
every’) atom of my energy. I am so 
tired ffrom my week day tasks that I 
am too weary to go to church on Sun- 
day. Why, when I go, I fall asleep 
during the sermon, It makes but little 
difference to me then who preaches the 
serinon. Come down to my store any 
time and you will see how I am over- 
driven. There Js a stendy stream of 
men,in my outer office all the time. I 
must see them. It is work, work, 
work until I am nearly dead.” Yes, 
my brother, in one sense what you 
say is true. You are an overworked 
man, but how much of that ldbor that 
go fatigues you is voluntarily under- 
taken? Have you, a8 a Christian man, 
the right to give to your own concerns, 
to your business and the world the 
whale of your tle and energy? Have 
you forgotten the claims that God bas 
upon you? Better leave undone some 
of the work you ure now doing that 
you may have strength to serve him. 
Why should you not be willing to drop 
some of that business drudgery? Do 
You Lot Know that much of that grind- 
ing, useless, selfish toll is making a 
fullure out of your life? The temporal 
uercssives of life are wery small, yet 
thousands of people plod on, and on, 
anl on, In a treadmill of mercantile 
drudgery, as though thelr very happi- 
ness depended upon ralsing their store 
from n four story to a ten story dry 
goods emportum, 

A Rich Man's Failure. 

Bome time ago a Indy visited an old 
schoo) friend who had married a mer- 
chant in one of our eastern cities. That 
night when they were seated together 
for a quiet chat she sald, “Clara, how 
is your husbund getting along?” “Mis- 
erably,” nuswered the wife. “Why, 
how Js that? Is he not making a lot 
of money? Is not this palace of a 
home your own? Is not bis namecwrit- 
ten high ns one of the great financiers 
of this city?" ‘Oh, yes,” answered the 
wife, “John is;imaking.a lot of money, 
He is already) what some people call 
rich, But I certainly call him poor. 
When we started ont in life we did not 
have much money, but we hadjenough 
for all off |necessary wants, des, 
we had plenty of time for each other 
and for our\frienfs and for ‘our church, 
John then only d a ama!) store, He 
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would pet lora for aupen on time. 
Then all the evenings were . We 
reid together. We visited our friends. 
together. Some John wonld 
get off a whole a ) together “We 
would take”: trip- to the country’ “and 
roam amonpthe--wild-/fowerg.)” “Our 
Sundays were alwafs’spent iat 
church süd in the home. Bat now 
John hns sold himself to lis work: 
rarely see him. He works all day...

day. He makes lots of , but 
then he only juts that mosey Dack into 
the business, and therefore ts not hig, 
to use. He has to keep.on working the 
harder, to look after the bigger busk 
ness. I cert&inly think that’ John \is 
making a fallure out of life. Heisa 
perfect slave to work, and we rarely 
sec each other for any of our old good 
times.” 

But this text has still another appli- 
cation. It is a word of reproof to pêo- 
ple who waste their time and strength 
in useless remorse over their undutiful 
conduct to parents who are now dead. 
Many men and women have asidetrack 
ed their direct duties to God by switch” 
ing them off to a family plot. I re- 
member some years ago, after I had 
spent four years in the west, I went 
to Brooklyn to find my mother’s grave. 
Though I bad lived over a quarter of a 
century in Brooklyn, yet by the new 
system of cnr lines established there 
since I went to Chicago 1 could not 
find Greenwood cemetery until I had 
been put off three derent cars. But, 
though here and there one person, by 
long absence, may be unable to find 
his mother’s grave, there are thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of people 
who have become blinded to the living 
duties of life because they will persist 
in tarrying by the family plots where 
sleep their dead. Useless regrets for 
the dead may have a great part in the 
sidetracking of our duties to God. Who 
was this young disciple to whom Christ 
spoke? I do not know. The Bible does 
not mention his nome. But perhaps he 
belonged to that great multitude who 
spend one half of their lives in abusing 
and neglecting the living and tbe oth- 
er half in mourning and sobbing over 
the dead. Their love and grief are 
purely Carlylean. They say that 
Thomas Carlyle, the disgruntled, fault 
finding, iconoclastic philosopher, was 
the founder of n big school of copyists. 
However that may be, I know there 
nre many people who emulate the writ- 
er of “Sartor Resartus” in one fact. 
After the death of hia wife his ha- 
bitual lament was, “Alas, alas, she can 
never know now how I loved her!” 
During her lifetime he had for her only 
sharp- words-and.-none of-the little dell- 
cate attentions which would bave made 
her happy. After she was dead he 
was imbittered by his consciousness 
of his negligence and added to his 
fault vituperation- of the people around 
him. Better for him and them had the 
sorrow for past failure toward his wife 
led him to kindliness toward his living 
friends. Perhaps this young man of 
my text was one who had ill used 
his futher while be was alive, and 
now that he was dead he wanted 
to give him a big funeral. Do you 
wonder, if this was so, that Christ sald, 
“Let the dead bury the dead?” Post- 
mortem eculogies can never atone for 
antemortem Injustices. 

Told Her Too Late. 

In Virginia a young woman _was left 
a widow with four small children. She 
taúght school and painted and stitched 
and took in washing and worked al) 
day and far into the night in order to 
send her boys to college and to give ber 
two girls n fine educatjan. After awhile 
these children grew up and went out 
into the world and left thelr old mether 
alone in the cottage where they were 
renred. Being finely educated, they 
grew ashamed of the mother who bad 
done so much for them. Her speech 
was not as classical as theirs. Her 
hands were callous with toll, and in 
her looks she was very commonplace. 
Finally, worn out with work, she was 
dying, and all her four children gath- 
ered about her bedside, conscience 
smitten with their ingratitude. They 
now realized how they had neglected 
the best friend they ever had. Then 
one of her boys, now a promineht law- 
yer, took her in his arms and sald: 
“Mother, you have been a good mother 
to us. You have made it possible for 
us to be what we sre.” Then the wom- 
an's tired face lighted up with a amilé 
as she answered, “Oh, Willie, why did 
you not tell me that before?” Such 
praises come too late. I tell you they 
are too late. If we are to praise our 
loved ones, we must praise them while 
they nre ving and not when they are 
dead.

T heit very day this 
widower used to po curly In the morn- 
ing to that toinb and stny there until 
late at night. He woull ait in benp 
chalr and read poetry to her deaf ears 
and talk to her ns tho she were 
alive. You say that man was crazy? 
He was no more crazy thgy thousands |" 
of people who, day in and day out, go}. 
to the graves of their loved ones and 
weep and lament over the past, instead 
of going out Into the world with Chris- 
tian courage and doing as the dead, or 
rather ns the redeemed, spirits of thelr 
dear ones would have them do, 
in the words of my text, is not telling 
that young man to be disrespectful to 
his dead sire.

A CAUSE OF LAWLESSNESS 


New Members Think Their Reputations 
Depend on the Number of New 
Laws They Can Force to a Passage 
Home Ridiculous, Others Absurd 
--- A Cause of Lawlessness. 


In the year 1899 there were enacted 
in the United States by the legisla- 
tures of the several States the enor- 
mous total of 14,159 brand-new laws. 
Two years later a similar amount of 
new legislation was added to the stat- 
ute books. This is exclusive of Con- 
gressional and municipal legislation. 
Things have come to such a pass that 
while “ignorance of the law excuses 
no one,” it is absolutely impossible | 
for any human being to keep track of ; 
the laws which affect him personally. 
It is probably a fair statement that 
every mau, woman and child ignorant- 
ly breaks at least one law, national, 
State or municipal, every day of his 
life. 


One cause of the prevailing lawless- 
ness, then, is the fact that we have 
too many laws, and that these laws 
are increased in number with every 
year. 

Especially are the State legislatures 
prone to unnecessarily add to the size 
of the statute books. New State Sen- 
ators aud members of the Legisla- 
tures seem to feel that their reputa- 
tion depends on the number of laws 
they succeed in forcing to passage. 
This feeling often leads to the intro- 
duction of most absurd and ridicu- 
lous bills, and tends to make all the 
State legislatures and thelr members 
appear ridiculous in the eyes of the 
public. Aud the public is not likely 
to greatly respect the proceedings of 
legislators whom it looks at witb 
contempt and laughter. 

Two years ago, for instance, the 
Legislature of Michigan gravely dis- 
cussed and spent much time and pub- 
lic money in the consideration of a 
bill to prohibit the printing of hotel 
menus in any language other than 
English the statesmen of Kansus de- 
Dated a bill-to. make the, wearing of 
corsets or bloomers an offense against 
the commonwealth; the Legislature 
of Indiana had before it a bill to es- 
tablish a new mathematical truth— 
the squaring of the circle: up In MIn- 
nesota it was proposed that a red 
light should be kept burning before 
every saloon, with the word “Dan- 
ger!’ emblazoned upon it; Pennsyl- 
vanla proposed to force every man to 
pay for his own drinks, and it was 
actually proposed in the Xennte of an- 
otber Ntate that every druggist offer- 
ing patent medicines for sale should 
have posted In his store an uffidavit 
setting forth that he had personally 
taken ut least one bottle of ench rem- 
edy so offered for sale and that ^e 
had experienced ho deleterious effects 
therefrom. 

But the most amus.nz case of all is 
that which comes from the Legis!a- 
ture ot n far Wertern State, It is par- 
tleularly amusing becanse of the in- 
genuous confession of the member of 
the lower house who was responsible 
for it. 

“I was anxious to show my Indus- 
try by introducing some bills," he 
said, ‘but everything | could 
think of had ulreauy been 
covered hy somebody «else. Two or 
three times other members Just beat 
me in introducing bilis «ove;ing cer- 
tain points, and | was teeling pretty 
discouraged, I vouidu't tind anvthing 
to make a law alout. One day I was 
walking slong the strect when | saw 
a stuffed lamb in the window of a fur- 
rier, Now, it struck me that it might 
have a bad Inflnence on the young to 
see stuffed animals tn show windows, 
so l hurried hick to my boirding 
house and prepared a bill prohibiting 
under penalty of a larse hne, the use 
of stuffed animals for advertising pur 
poses. 1 tell you a fellow can't bear 
down too hard on the morals of the 
young.”

T) 60 BEFORE COURT 


Previous To November Election, And Have 
Judicial Decision As To Proper Way 
To Mark Maryland Ballot 
This Year. 


Notwithstanding the contention 
that there is no way in which a judi- 
cial decision upon the proper way to 
mark the ballot in Maryland this fall 
can be obtained before the clection, 
it is now practically certain that the 
matter will'be taken into the courts 
aud that some time in October the 
Court of Appeals will be called upon 
to decide the question. 

The method by which this can be 
brought about is extremely simple, 
and in all probability will be tavored 
by the Democratic managers, to whom 
it has already been suggested as the 
only means of sattling the controverry 
now going on as to whether it is nec- 
essary to vote for each individual elec- 
tor on the ticket, as is claimed by 
Messrs. John Poe, Jas. E. Ellegood 
and others, or whether a ross-mark op- 
posite the names of the candidate for 
President and Vice-President will 
carry the whole ticket, as is the opin- 
ion of Attorney General Bryan. 


How To Get A Decision. 


It has been suggested to the Demo. 
cratic leaders that in order to put an 
end to the uncertainty it would be 
well to have one of the county boards 
of supervisors of clections—possibly 
that from Somerset county where the 
deepest interest is felt—declare that 
they intend to print the ballot with 
the voting squares only after the 
names of the electors and not after the 
candidates for President and Vice- 
Prosident. In the event of such a-dec- 
laration upon the part of any board 
of supervisors, it is claimed, it would 
not only be yerfectly proper, but en- 
tirely natural, for one of the candi- 
dates for elector to go into the lower 
court and ask for a mandamus to com- 
pel the board to print the ballot in 
accordance with the instructions issued 
by the Attorney-General. 

This, it is urged, would bring the 
whole question up and a decision would 
be given without delay. This decis- 
ion, of course, would be at once taken 
by the losing side to the Court of Ap- 
peals, where the matter would be fi- 
nally decided one way or the other 
and a stop would be put to all con- 
troversy and uncertainty about it. 
Such a decision from the Court of Ap- 
peals, the highest authority in the 
State, would stand not only here, but 
it is claimed would not be set aside 
by a Republican Congress even if there 
should be a contest over the matter. 

The agitation of thequestion within 
the last few weeks has been so great 
and the difference of opinion among 
Democrats so wide that it is now re- 
garded as necessary that it be finally 
settled as speedily as possible. Hence 
the suggestion that it be taken to the 
Court of Appeals in the manner indi- 
cated above has met with prompt fa- 
vor from the managers

SOME MARYLAND DATA 


Regarding Growth Of Population By Census 
Returns And Other News Notes, ` 
Shows Diminishing Negro 
Population. 


The United States Geological Sur- 
vey has published a gazetteer of Mary- 
land, which besides giving the loca- 
tion and a brief description of every 
geograpical feature inthe State in- 
cludes an introductory chapter contain- 
ing a variety of statisticaldata. This 
gazetteer which is listed as bulletin 
No. 231 in the survey's publications 
may be obtained without charge on 
application to the Dircetor of the Sur- 
vey. 

Prof. Henry Jannett the geographer 
of survey had charge of the prepara- 
tion of the gazetteer. After giving 
the boundaries, a description of the 
topography and a brief outline of the 
history of the State, he gives the fol- 
lowing table showing the growth of 
population in the State from the first 
census in 1790 to that of 1900.

‘In 1730 Maryland was the sixth 
State inJthe Union in population. In 
1900, although its inhabitants were 3.7 
times as numerous, it had dropped to 
the twenty-sixth in rank, owing to the 
rapid growth of the newer States in 
the Mississippi Valley. In 1900 the 
average density of population was 120 
persons to the square mile. It has 
five cities which exceed 6,000 inhabi- 
tants, of which Baltimore has over 
half a million. The other four are 
as follows; Cumberland, 17,128; Ha- 
gerstown, 13,591; Frederick, 9,296, and 
Annapolis, the capital 8,525. These 
five cities contain 46.9 per cent of the 
population of the entire State. In 
cities of more than 2,500 inhabitants 
live 48,8 per cent, or nearly one-half 
of the population of the State, while 
the remainder —51.2 per cent—may 
be regarded as rural In 1900 the pop- 
ulation was divided almost equally 
between the two sexes, 49.6 per cent 
being males and 60.4 per cent being 
females. . 


Negroes Diminishing, 


“The negro population, though 
large is diminishing in proportion to 
the whites. In 1900 the whites formed 
80.2 per cent and the negroes 19.8 per 
cent. or nearly one-fifth of the popu- 
altion. The number of foreign-borp 
inhabitants was also small the persons 
of native birth forming 92.1 per cent. 
while those born in foreign countries 
were 7.9 per cent. Immigration from 
other States has not been large, since 
it is found that of the native popule- 
tion 18 per cent. were bom in other 
States. 

“For a State contaiging so large a 
proportion of negroes the illiteracy is 
slight. In 1900 persons of 10 years of 
age and upwards ‘who were unable to 
read and write constituted 11.1 per 
cent. of the population., The illiter- 
ates comprised only 4.1 per cent. of 
the native whites over 10 years old, 
13.4 per cent. of the foreign born and 
85.1. per cent. of the negroes. 


Division Of Wage Earners. 


“Of persons 10 years old and up- 
wards practically one-half, or exactly 
49.8 per cent, were engaged in gainful 
occupations. Of males, 79 per cent. 
were wage-earners; of females, 21 per 
cent. The following table shows the 
proportion of the wage-earners em- 
ployed in each of the five general 
classes of occupations;

partment conduct the annual inspec- 
tion of nurseries in the State as re- 
quired by laws of Maryland 1898, 
Chapter 289, we wish to announce to 
the public that it is necessary for 
everyone who wishes to sell either 
trees, vines, shrubs, plants, eto., in 
this or any other state to have their 
premises inspected by the State Ento- 
mologist and the State Pathologist, and 
secure a certificate from the above 
mentioned officers, if the inspection is 
satisfactory, certifying that said in- 
rpected stock is apparently free from 
injurious insects and plant diseases. 
Such certificates should be attached 
tq every consignment of either trees, 
vines, shrubs, plants, etc., in order 
that the consignee may not violate 
the above mentioned law. 

The inspection of nurseries is of 
great importance both to the nursery- 
men and the growers; to the former, 
in that a rigid inspection of his stock 
will reveal any injurous pests which 
may have recently commenced their 
thereby giving him an op- 
portunity to control the same before 
their depredations are serious. Fur- 
having the stock inspected by 
specialista enables him to give a great- 
er assurance to the publio that his 
stock is clean and healthy. The offic- 
ial certificate given to the nurserymen 
in this state protects them from com- 
petitors who grow inferior stock and 
moreover allows them to ship their 
stock into other states without it be- 
ing confiscated by the officera of the 


To the grower, the attached certifi- 
cate accompanying every consignment 
of nursery stock assures that the stock 
has been duly inspected and is appar- 
ently free from any injurious pests. 
As there are so many pests that attack 
nursery stock which the ordinary 
grower would not detect until after 
the planted stock commenced to lose 
vitality or dies, the result being a loss 
of money and time, 
nurseries is inmany ways agreat ben- 
efit to the prospective grower. 

Those wishing to sell trees, vines, 
etc., should at once 
notify the officers of the State Horti- 
cultural Department, College Park, 
Md., and the inspection will be made 
at the proper time, at the expense of 
the State Horticultural Department. `

shotgtn, but always a rifle, I could 
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whose pime miglit have been “utiong 
the most loyored in American history, 
All intefligent men. women and chik 
dren In this qydlence bave spoken the 
name of Benedict Arnold with execra- 
tion and tempt, Living or dead, 
the sentente which this imbittered ex- 
lle spoke to the fugitive Charles Maw 
rice Talleyrand, who was asking him 
for letters of introduction to friends in 
America, is true: “I am the only man 
born In America, who fought in the 
Americun war for liberty, who has not 
a friend tn-all America. I am Bene 
dict Arnold, the traitor.” 

But todas 1 do not see alone Arnold 
the traitor. I do not see merely the 
betrayer of West Point. I see, first, 
Benedict Arnold the bero of Ticonder- 
oga. 1 sce Benedict Arnold the hero 
and commander of the wonderful ex- 
pedition against Quebec, which in 1775 
in midwinter marched through: ‘the 
Maine woods. 1 see Benedict Arnold 
wounded before the walls where Wolfa 
fell and where Montéalm breathed his 
last. I see Benedict Arnold of Lake 
Champlain and the conqueror at Ridge- 
field, Conp. I see Benedict Arnold 
who fought in the first battle,of Sara- 
toga and Benedict Arnold, the “Phil 
Sheridan of the second battle of Sara- 
toga, who turned the ebbing tides of 
defeat into-the flood tides of a victory 
that submerged Burgoyne and his 
troops even ns Pharaoh and his hosts 
were drowned In the Red sea. Then I 
see this wounded bero, Benedict Ar- 
nold, wounded the second time at Sara- 
toga, being appointed to the command 
of the city of Philadelphia, to rest there 
until his wounds healed. Then I see 
the aristocracy of the American capital 
making a pet, a social lion, of this hero 
of heroes. ‘Then I see Benedict Arnold 
running into debt to pay the e&penses 
of his social triumphs and not knowing 
how to extricate himself. Then I sea 
him led on by sin to conceal sin until 
at last he had to do something to snve 
himself from Qnancial as well as social 
disgrace. Then I see him, aga last re- 
sort to conceal sin, trying to barter 
away the citadel of American inde< 
pendence, West Point. Ab, my friends, 
when Benedict Arnold started on his 
downward path of extravagance he 
never intended to be a traitor. His 
attempt to betray West Point was 
merely the culmination of a long series 
of attempts to conceg! sin. Beware of 
the first glass, the first lle, the first 
taste of the fruit of the forbidden 
tree. Oh, yes. But, more than that, 
beware of the lafernal folly of trying 
to conceal ain with ain, 

But as we push our way through the 
flower gardens nnd the hedges of par- 
adise and see our guilty «ancestors 
standing before God I feel that they 
are not willing to leave fheir: Hiding 
places of sin even after the en\bowered 
roofs and the curtains of leaves have 
been torn aside, and the guilty pair are 
compelled to confess that the fruit of 
the forbidden tree has been placed 
against their lips. Even now they are 
both trying to conceal sin within sin, 
What is the man trying to do? Why, 
he is trying to throw all the blame of 
his sin upon his wife. What is the 
woman trying to do? She is no bet- 
ter. They are both tarred with the 
same black pitch of meanness. Why, 
she is trying to throw the blame of 
her sin upon the serpent. The man 
said, “The woman whom thou gavest 
to me, she gnve me of the tree, and I 
did eat.” The woman sald, “The ser- 
pent beguiled me, and I did ent.” The 
young Adam of the present day says, 
“I believe all my evil desires were in- 
herited from my ancestors, and they 
are to blame, and not myself.” The 
young Eve of modern times, lifting the 
glass of wine to her lips just before 
her doom, says: “I am not to blame 
Other people drink. Bvery one of my 
friends drink; therefore they set me 
an example I must follow. They are 
to blame, not myself.” The young 
drunkard blames the saloon keeper for 
selling him the whisky. The saloon 
keeper justifies himself by pleading 
that the voter approves of his having a 
license to stand behind the bar. 

The Responsibility of Sin. 

I believe in many cases the responsi- 
bility of sin may be placed upon other 
shoulders than upon those of the 
one who has to suffer. That was a ter- 
rible indictment Teter Neldermeyer, 
the Chicago bandit, hurled at the 
churches when in April, 1004, he stood 
under the shadow of the gallows and 
said: “It is all well enough to pray 
with me now, but it is too late. Who 
are my two companions and myself, 
about to die? We belong to the great 
army of the poor, miserable, social out- 
casts. We grow up in the slums, half 
starved and always miserable. We 
work day after day like slaves, to dle

ald in the struggle to earn a living 
they would do more good than they can 
by converting men about to be hanged.” 
Ah, yes, there was a thunderbolt of 
terrible truth hurled in that one say- 
ing by a man who was facing eternity. 
But, though in some cases the respon- 
sibility of sin may be placed upon oth- 
er shouklers, this was not true of Ad- 
am's sin, It was not true of Eve's ain, 
It is not true of your ain, It is not true 
of my sin. God is willing to give you 
and me enough spiritual strength to 
resist any temptation which confronts 
us if we only gu tu him for help, us he 
was ready to help Adnm and Eve, 
And, my friends, in reference to our 
own sins let us have the manliness to 
acknowledge them. In the courts even 
a criminal earns the contempt of his 
fellows when, ag they say, “he pleads 
the baby act.” e way to forgiveness 
is by bumble confession, and there ts 
ho other way. If a man will not take 
that way he ought to realize that he is 
dooming himself to destruction, that 
excuses are of no avall and that he 
himself and no other fs responsible. 
Never charge your doom upon your 
mother, your wife, your child, your 
surroundings, when you have no one 
to blame but your own sinful self. Do 
not try to conceal sin with cowardly 
Words such as those which Adam ut- 
tered ‘when he said, “Kes, I sinned, but 
the woman whom ‘thot, gaveat to be 
with me, she gave me of the tree, and 
I did eat.” i 

But why should our first ancestors 
have concealed themselves in their hid- 
ing places of sin? Why should they 
have run a 


jack rabbit with one ball as I coula 
put four out of every five rife shots 
into the bull’s aye of a target. | fur: 
thermore knew that there were certain 
battles in which we could see the 
whites of the enemy's eyen, I was one 
of the best of sharpshooters, But J 
never knew absolutely whether I killed 
a man, because I never wanted to 
know. I would not want to see the 
face of a man whom [-turned into a 
corpse and to realize that I had wreck- 
ed that man’s home. I would not want 
to know that I had made his wife a 
widow and his children orphans. After 
the battles were over I never crossed 
the fields in the direction where I had 
been shooting. I was afraid to see the 
proofs of my marksmanship.” Remorse, 
even when we are in the line of duty, 
has awful results. How much more 
terrible is it for one to look upon the 
face of one whom the. sinner has 
wronged. 

Oh, sinner, let me prove to you that 
you are now, like Adam and Eve, hid- 
ing in one of the Satanic retreats. Why 
do you dislike Mrs. So-and-eo? She 
was the wife of one of the best friends 
you ever had. Has she wronged you? 
No, The reason you dislike her and 
never want to be seen In ber compan- 
fonship is because that dead friend left 
you the executor of his estate. You 
mismanaged it. You criminally mis- 
managed it. You used her money for 
your own benefit. If that widow had 
wanted, she might have put you in jail. 
Now you hate her. You never want to 
meet her, not because she has wronged 
you, but because you have wronged her. 


Why We Do Not Forgive. 

Why is that lifetime friendship be- 
tween you and your school chum 
broken up? You were both born in 
the same country village. You grew up 
together. You played ball together, 
flew kites together, went fishing in the 
old brook together, sat side by side be- 
hind the same school desk and ate your 
lunches out of each other's basket. 
You came to the city on the same train, 
lived in the same boarding house and 
went to work at the same city store on 
the same day. Why are you estranged? 
I will tell you. You both fell in love 
with the same girl. In order to win 
that girl's affections you lied about 
your old friend. You circulated evil re- 
ports about his past fife, when you 
knew that no squarer, truer man ever 
lived. You said bis family was not re- 
spectable, when his mother used to be 
a second mother to you and helped 
nurse you when you were sick. You 
hate your old school friend not because 
he bas done an injustice to you, but be- 
cause you have done an injustice to 
him. “What is the matter with Mr. 
So-and-s0?” I once asked my father. 
“He never comes around the bouse as 
he used to do.” “No,” sald father, “he 
is my enemy. I loaned him some mon- 
ey. He would not pay me back. How- 
ever, for old times’ sake I forgave him 
the debt and said it was all right. But 
be has never forgiven me the Injustice 
he has done me.” 

But again I (learn that our first an- 
cestors sought other refuges besides 
leaf and flower and clinging vine and 
tree trunk and bush. It is true that 
the tropical forests are so dense that 
they make excellent hiding places. Sir 
Gordon Cumming, the great bunter of 
wild beasts, tells us that the Ceylon 
jungles In places are so impenetrable 
to the eye that the keenest and most 
experienced hunters may sometimes be 
unable to distinguish the wounded 
elephantine monster only a few yards 
away, though the valleys and, the 
mountain sides may be thunderous 
with the bellowings of the dying wild 
beast. But sin never tries to cover up 
sin by the curtain of leaf alone. Sin 
always tries to conceal sin behind the 
bulwarks of other sins. Thus, when 
Adam and Eve hid themselves from 
the presence of God in the garden, they 
tried to conceal thelr sin with ihe sin 
of falsity. They pretended they did 
not hear God when he called. They 
tried to conceal sin by saying, “The 
reason we bave not answered thee, O 
God, is because we were unclothed and 
dare not appear before thee naked, as 
thou didst create us.” They tried to 
conceal sin in exactly the same way 
as thousands and tens of thousands of 
living men try to conceal sin with sim 
Ah, the “polsonous ivy” behind which 
Adam and Eve concealed themselves 
was not an arbor of oak, but an arbor 
of lles and deceits. If they had spoken 
the truth, they would have sald, “The 
shame we feel, the shame that forced 
us to hide ourselves from thy presence, 
ts due to our consciousness of wrong- 
doing.” 


Coneealing Sin. 

How does man try to conceal his first 
sin behind a mighty bulwark of many 
sins? Here is a young man who has 
been brought up in a country home. 
He was raised up right. He had his 
first gospel lessons instilled into him 
at the family altar, in the Sunday 
scbool, and fn the church pew, where, 
as a little child, he used to be taken 
to bear the service, and would sleep 
through the lohg sermon, clasped in his 
mother’s arms. Away from home he 
falta into bad companionship. He 
gradually gets into the babit of spend- 
ing his evenings dn billiard halls, and 
his Sundays on excursion trains and 
picnic parties.. He drinks a jittle. He 
plays cards a little. He dresses a little 
better than be can afford. He runs a 
lithe in debt. Une night while seeing 
some of his companions gambling he 
says to himself, “Why cannot 1 make 
a little money that way?’ He is a col- 
lector for the store. He plays and 
loses. He playa again Wm loses. He 
feels again for money in his pocket. 
Now his cheeks pale and bis bands 
tremble, for his fingers bave toyghed 
the envelope which belongs to his em. 
ployer. He says to bimeelf: “I must 
win, I will borrow $5 and pay it back 
vory soon.” He plays again and loses; 
again, and loses. What is the result? 
The next day he dare not confess, so 
he doctors his accounts. He keeps 
On using other people's money until at 
last one night in order to conceal his 
past sins he forges. Then all the in- 
ferun) regions clap their hands for joy. 
At last they have a new victtm, The 
law places ite heavy band upon thst 
young man’s shoulder. A striped suit 
and a penttentiary cell and a broken 
hearted mother are the results of the 
sinner trying to conceal bis sin behind 
a bulwark of many sins, 

But why invent a parable to illus- 
trate my thought? We can, if we 
would, find a consp&cuous illustration 
in the history: of onr own country by. 
following the dowgward path of oue 


a tyrant, a monster, when he was seek- 
ing those two frightened, fleeing ain- 
ners. I used to think his voice was 
harsh and condemnatory, that the call, 
“Adam, where art thou?’ had in it the 
roar of a wild African lion starting 
forth at night to seek his prey. Buta 
few years ago my mind entirely chang- 
ed in reference to this, for then I heard 
a great English preacher say: “This 
call of God In the garden of Eden was 
not the call to death, but to life. God’s 
call, ‘Adam, where art thou? was the 
Pleading call of a sorrowing father 
seeking a lost and a wayward child.” 
It is the same kind of a call the pil- 
grim fathers used when as a searching 
party they went forth into the dark 
woods seeking a lost child. It is the 
same call that you would givé if your 


younger days I used to picture God : 
boy were lost in the jungles’ of te | 


, Indian hills, Then you would call, “My 


child, oh, my child, cannot you hear 
my voice?” As God was calling to our 
ancestors to come forth out of their 
hiding places of sin and they would be 
forgiven, God the Father is calling to 
you and to me: “Come home, ye 
wearied ‘and lost sinner. Come home.” 
Love Reigned Everywhere, 

Thus we started this sermon with a 
garden; we are going to end it with'a 
garden. The apostle Paul sees in the 
story of our first homestead a wrecked 
and disorganized animal and vegetable 
and ichthyological and ornithological 
and human world. He leads us to see 
how the whole creation—the birds of 
the alr. and the fishes of the sea, and 
the beasts of the forest, nnd the flow- 
ers of the fields—were Influenced 
through and had their natures changed 
by the sins of man. Once love reigned 
everywhere Now the lInw of life is 
dependent upon the “survival of the 
fittest.” The eagle begins to mount 
higher and higher and bigher, not to 
come nearer to the heavens to see God, 
but that on account of the greater 
altitude be can have o wider horizon 
to swoop; tbat with his keen eye he 
,may see the helpless dove afar off, 
into which the feathered murderer can 
plunge that’ terrible beak ond rip and 
tear and slay. Once the trees as lovers 
stretched forth thelr arms of branches 
and with rustle and moan talked to 
each other until for very love they 
trembled with delight. Then it was 
affection, wooing affection, and tender- 
ness, enchanting tenderness. But now 
the batteries of the storms are un- 
Mmbered, and the thunderbolts are 
almed at their hearts. Now the mighty 
forest giants, not as lovers, but as dy- 
ing warriors, groan and totter and 
fall. Once the lion and the lamb lay 
down side by side to sleep. But after 
the sir of man the- cares Of the shag- 
gy brute Was the preiade to a bite 
by which the helplese lamb was gash- 
ed and torn and became a meal for its 
foe. 

But this is not the end. The same 
Inspired writer tells ua that the time 
will come when creation itself also 
“shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God.” Then shall 
the day of universal peace dawn, which 
the anctent’ prophet described, when 
not only will men cease from war, but 
the animal creation will cease to de- 
vour one another, and agnin “the wolf 
shall also dwell with tbe lamb, and 
the leopard shall lie down with the 
kið, and the cow nnd the benr shall 
feed, and their young ones shall He 
down together, and the lion shall eat 
straw with the ox, and the sucking 
child shall play on the bole of the 
asp, and the weaned child shal) put 
his hand on the cockatrice’s den. They 
shall not hurt nor destroy In all my 
holy temple, for the carth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the seas.”

FOR BETTER ROADS 


County Commissioners Set Date For in- 
vestigation And Make Progressive 
Move. What ts Being Accom- 
plished Elsewhere in State. 


Tuesday, September 27, at 10 a. m. 
in Parsous Opera House, a public 
meeting of the tax payers of Wicomico 
county, has been called by the County 
Commissioners for the purpose of tak- 
ing up the question of road building 
and what disposition to make of the 
opportunity afforded by the late ap- 
propriation of the State Legislature. 
It is earnestly desired that tho people 
of the county. will-respond. in large 
numbers or in proxies to the call of 
the Commissioners, hear Prof. John- 
son, of the Geological Survey, and 
others on this all important matter 
and decide for better roads if, on in- 
telligent inquiry and deliberation it 
is manifest that the advantages of im- 
proved highways are more than coni- 
mensurate to the cost of constrnction 
and maintenance. 

The estimation in which the people 
of the Counties of Maryland hold the 
question of good roads is being fully 
demonstrated and the efforts of the 
projectors of the new law for State aid 
to road building is receiving its re- 
ward in the earnestness with which 
five or six counties of the State, led 
by Prince George’s county, are already 
taking steps to avail themselves of the 
State fund appropriated for model road 
building. Montgomery, Allegany, 
Harford and Caroline Counties have 
all indicated their interest in the 
building of one or more pieces of model 
road within their boundaries, and of 
these Counties Allegany and Harford 
are re-arranging for the preparation of 
plans, specifications and estimates up- 
on certain roads, in order to obtain tho 
State aid and go forward with the road 
building as soon as the necessary 
funds become available.

ON MARYLAND. FARMS 
@bnditions Of Past Week Governing Crops. 


About The Wheat, Gorn, Fruit And 
Vegetable Yield And Prospects. 


Over much the greater ~part of the 
Section the week was- quite dry until 
the 19th., though light showers: were 
numerons on the 16th and 17th, and in 
a few places heavy local stomns ôccur- 
red. A heavy thunderstorm with con- 
siderable hail visited Allegany Coun- 
ty on the 16th; and on the 17th dno of 
the heaviest rains of tho season occur- 
red in portions of Carroll County. This 
storm was accompanied by had and 
severe lightning; barn and contents, 
and several hay barracks were struck 
by lightning and consumed. No preci- 
pitation of consequence fell over many 
districts between the 10th and the 
19th, and by the last of the week rain 
was badly needed. Growing ‘crops 
were beginning to suffer in namerous 
localities; the ground had become dry 


and fall plowing was advanced with | 


difficulty ; pastures were getting short; 
tobacco was firing, and corn on, hill- 
sides in central and Southern Mary- 
land was suffering from lack of mois- 
ture. Rain was insufficient to sprout 
small seeds sown recently, and cab- 
bage and turnips were not coming up 
well, But on the 19th and 20th mod- 
erate to good showers were general. 
Late corn and tobacco were thereby 
greatly benefitted; pastures ‘revived, 
and the soil put in excellent order. 


Wheat, Oats And Cora. 


In the principal wheat belt, that 
grain is now mostly thrashed and re- 
ports continue to tell of an excellent 
quality of grain, but generally light 
yields. Considerable of the grain in 
stacks was damp and did not thrash 
well. Buckwheat is looking especi- 
ally fine in Garrett County and is 
promising elsewhere, Oats are ripe 
in Garrett and Allegany counties and 
harvest is well advanced. The yields 
are exceptionally ‘good.
